The present value of the Iron Mountain may 
be set down at five millions of dollars, Pilot 
Knob at two millions, and the adjoining de- 
posits at one million, making eifjht millions 
of dollars worth of iron property within ten 
miles square around the mountain. 
Such 


an amount of the raw material at this point 
has created the impression that the deposits 
of ores in veins, forming pur larga fields, are 
of little orno value. This mustbe an error. 
The iron resources of Missouri, aside from 
the Iron Mountain district, are such as no 
other State in our Union exhibits. Some 
six counties northwest, west, and south 
from the mountain, are large portions of 


j thes_e iron fields, of great richness. 
The fa- 


cilities for making iron in these fields are 
not excelled. Water, rock and timber are 
found. 
The Southwest Branch Railroad, . 


at ninety miles from St. Louis, taps an iron 
field on its western boundary, and cuts 
through it for.forty miles. This field, going 
southeast, spreads out fifty miles wide, and 
is mostly specular ore, deposited in veins 
and banks of extraordinary size and rich- 
ness. Veins are filled in fissures in the 
third magnesian limestone, and are exposed 
in the valleys in places to the extent of hun- 
dreds of tons of 70 per cent, ore on individ- 
ual veins. 
The freight on pig iron by the 


Iron Mountain Eailroad or Southwest 
Branch, is put at $2 75 per ton for 100 
miles from St. Louis. Land cariiage, by 
teams, for twenty miles back from the Jiail- 
roads, may be set down at S3 per ton. 
Pig 


iron at St. Louis, S35 per ton, leaves $'29 75 
per ton at the furnace. 
In twelve months 


these railroads will be ready to transport 
this pig metal. The government lands in 
Missouri that contain iron in workable quan- 
tities, may be set down a'. 1,000,000 of acres, 
subject to entry under the graduation law, 
by warrants, or at SI 25 per acre. These 
lands contain every variety of ore, and in 
almost every character of deposits known in 
geology. 


COPPER. 


In bands, belts, and spots, lapped in with 


the iron fields of our State, are ranges of 
copper ore. 
One of these ranges starts near 


the Iron Mountain, and runs northwest 
nearly one hundred miles—varies from ten 
to twelve miles in width. Another range 
from the Iron Mountain runs southwest 
about the same distance. These ranges have 
different characteristics—the north one is 
probably marked by a subterranean por- 
phorytic ridge, and the copper ores are 
filled in the form of vertical, stratified and 
unstrained veins in the overlaying siiesian 
limestones. 
The south range is marked by 


a belt of trap rocks, which throws out » va- 
riety of copper ores. The Stanton and other 
copper mines in Franklin county are in the 
north range, near its terminus 820,000 
worth of copper was made at the Rtnnton 
works from the ore taken from the top of a 
vertical lode. 
On Current river, eighty 


miles southwest of the Iron Mountain, 100 
tons of pig copper have been made from 
ores taken from near the terminus of this 
•ange. On the west and south of the Iron 
Mountain, the trap range forms a perfect 
ictwork of dykes, spreading through Madi- 
son and St. Francois counties. 
The ores in 


his formation, are cooper, lead, cobalt, and 
ni kel, associate'! in the same vein. 
Man- 


ganese, tin, ard probably silver and gold 
will be found. 
The Mine La Motte tract, 


in this formation, speaks for itself—lias been 
mined for the last forty years, and shows at 
present a character of veins and metalifer- 
ous action not exceeded in richness by the 
veins in Cornwall, or the Hartz mountains 
in Germany. The government lands inclu- 
ded in these copper ranges may be set down 
at not less than 300,000 acres. 


LEAD. 


It is difficult to tell whether Missouri 


should be called the Iron or Lead State— 
irobably in competition with the other 
States, "she would have both titles. The 
ead fields of Missouri .commence 30. miles 
outh ofSt. Louis, and extend 250 miles to 
he southwest corner of the State. 
.From 


his line they spread south one hundred 
iiiles. The surface of these fields has been 
worked for the ores where they have crop- 
ped out and found unstratified deposits, 
known to miners as patch-diggins, clay dig- 
gins, &c. 
In a few places north and south, 


vertical lodes have been worked, and the 
top of the 
veins yrwded 
extraordinary 


amounts of ore. 
We have ten times the 


surface area, and four times the vortical 
depth of lead bearing rock in Missouri, 
that is found in any other portion of the 
globe. 


The Iron Mountain Railroad cuts the lead 


forimtion thirty miles from St. Louis, and 
passes intervening fields for one hundred and 
liJty miles. 
The Southwest Branch Ilr.il- 


road cuts the lead formation 
fifty miles 


from St. Louis, and crosses intervening 
fields for two hundred and fifty miles. The 
government lands which contain lead ore 
in workable quantities, may be set down, in 
round numbers, at 2,500,000 acres.

The Police troubles in New Tork. 


The war between the rival chiefs of the 


police force in this great city, appears to be 
daily waxing warmer and warmer, and we 
should not be surprised to receive, at any 
moment, a telegraphic dispatch,informing us 
of the actual occurrence of hostilities viet 
annis. The Mayor at the head of one 
portion of tins force, sets at defiance the au- 
thority of the Superintendent, appointed by 
the Board of Commissioners created by a late 
law, to take exclusive charge of this divi- 
sion of the municipal government. 
It is in 


fact nothing more. nor less than a war 
among the politicians of the city,—the one 
party led on by the Mayor, Fernando 
"Wood, striving to hold on, in defiance of the 
laws of the State, to the power which they! 
have heretofore enjoyed, while the other, 
under the leadership of the Superintendent 
appointed in pursuance of law, strives to act 
the part of law abiding citizens and set their 
faces resolutely against the disorganising 
propensities of their opponents. 
There can 


be but one opinion among intelligent men 
which of these parties is right, and which is 
wrong. 
Until the city has asserted, and 


obtained for herself the rank of an independ- 
ent State, she must submit to the rules and 
regulations of the State to which she belongs 
and of which, no matter how large or im- 
portant the proportion, she is still but a 
part. A great city has no more right 19 act 
in defiance of regularly enacted laws*, than a 
small one, or even a petty village; n-r in- 
deed have either of them any more, or bet- 
ter right than the humblest citizen. 


The gronnd taken by the Mayor injusti 


fication of his high handed course is,'no 
ground at all. 
It is a mere pretext to pal- 


liate the unprincipled course he has taken, 
and the man, instead of recieving support and 
countenance from his fellow citizens, shi 
at once be impeached for Ms repudiation of 
the laws which he has sworn to ob"y and to 
execute. It is an outrage of so grievom a 
character against law, order and all ciyil 
government, that the perpetrator of it, 
whatever his position, in regard to rank 
wealth, talents or influence, should at once 
be made an example of, as a terror to all 
evil doers for the future.

is a man of too much intelligence not to 
know that his reasons for resisting the law 
of the State, are too puerile for men to ar- 
gue about. If he has the right to pronounce 
the law unconstitutional and void, there is 
not one of his subordinates, however degra- 
ded may be bis duties, though he be a street 
sweeper or city scavenger, but who possess.

became so insidious as to oblige them to 
abandon the treatment.

works or Merat's and Dclcns'). The bane- 


ful effect, which they speak of, was caused 
from the gradual absorption of the arsenic, 
and the symptoms were not instantaneous 
but gradual aud insidious. 


The Doctor adds: " It is quite improba- 


ble that be received any benefit from the 
treatment to which he resorted," (of course 


not,itwM homoe»p*th!c) "for under tnjr 
ciicunutaixsei hotno»op»thic do«t of /run 
mutt prove utelett M »n antidote of ane- 
nic.'V But, my dear Doctor, the ?h;«ici»n

Knowing also, that the arsenic taken, if ta- 
ken at all, was taken in such small doses 
at would immediately be absorbed in to the 
syitem, he -gave the Iron as an homoeopa- 
thic remedy and therefore in small doses.— 
He.did not pretend to antidote the arsenic 
or any other substance absorbed, and in the 
blood, and which was probably already 
eliminated, but to cure a disease produced 
by arsenic or by any other substance as pu- 
trid vegetable matter. As arsenic, china, 
and other agents are used in small doses 
against the deleterious effect of malaria or 
the abuse of remedies or mineralwaters con- 
taining Iron, so is Iron used in the same 
small doses against the deleterious effect 
produced by arsenic, or other substances 
which may produce similar effects. 


We must object to his remark that "t0 


counteract the effects of a poisonous dose 
of arsenic would require more homoeopathic 
doses of Iron than have been given since the 
days of Hahneman." Homooepathic phy- 
sicians act upon causes, when these are 
present, as all intelligent and scientific men. 
[f substance present in the stomach acts as a 
poison, that substance must be ejected or 
neutralized, therefore proper means are used 
for the ejection and for the chemical trans- 
brination of the poison into a harmless com- 
pound. 
So we do. not object to emetics or 


iathaitica or any other remedies in their 
jroper doses required to obtain that pur- 
pose in such cases. 


Finally we must conclude that the Doc- 


tor is not well acquainted with the 
history, 


nor with the different modes of treatment of 
the Homoeopaths ; for if he knew better, he 
would know that our doses are from a grain 
ipwards or downwards according to the ex- 
perience, knowledge ofthe practitioner,char- 
acter of the disease, constitution and habits 
of the patient, climates etc., and that the 
Word homoeopathic does not express any 
definite or indefinite quantity but merely a 
law which the immortal Hahneman has ad- 
vanced as a means by which diseases may 
be cured.
